iT isa prepoſterous kind of writing to 
begin the (tory of a great mans life, at 
the houre of his death ; a molt [trange 
way of ſetting forth a folemne Trage- 
dre, to Keepe the principal «95 tor 1n 
the t9ring-boufe, till the play be Gone, 
and then to bring him on the fage 
onely to ſpeakethe Epilogue, and re= 
ceive the Plaudites, Yet this muſt be the {cope and method 
of theſe following papers. To write the whole life of the 


moſt Reverena and renowned Prelate the Lord Arch-Bt- 
ſhop of Canterbury , would require more time then pub= 
ligne expeRation can endure to heare of. Thofe that can 


judge (as all wife men may } of the brightneſſe and glories 
of the Sanne in his higheſt altitude by the cleareneſfe of his 


going downe ; or that can -Ortur Solis in occaſu quaerere : Fuſtin hiſt, 


diſcerne theriſing of the Sunne (as once S$traton did) by the 
reflection of his*beamesin a Welterne cloud : may by the 
glorious manner of his death and ſufferings, preſented in 
theſe ſhort Rewembrances , conjecure at the age 3

thoſe raxe endowments both of Grace and nature , where- 
with his former life was adorned and beautiftied. The ordi- 
nary and unſatisfied Reader, may for his farther ſatisfaRion, 
repaire to Maſter Pry#'s Breviate of his life and ations, 
though publiſh'd of purpoſe to defame him, and render 
him more odions to the common people. Concerning 
- Which , the Reader may obſerve inbreife, that all which 
M- Pryn's indultrious malice hath accuſed himof in thoſe 
Colle&ions, 1s,that he was a man of ach eminent vertues, 
ſuch an exemplary piety towards God , ſuch an unwearied 
fidelity to his gracious Saveraigne, of ſuch a publique ſoule 
rowards Church and State ; fo fixt a Conſtancie in Freinds 
ſhip, and one fo little biafſed by his private interefles ; that 
this Age affords not many Equalls. And it wowld trouble 
Plutarch,(it he werealive,) to finde out a fit Paralel with 
whom to match him. All therefore I ſhall doe at rhe pre- 
ſent time, (and *tis-the laſt publique Office I ſhall doe him) 
1s, tolay downe the ſtory of his death and ſufferings, toge- 
ther with a view of thoſe plotsand prafiſes which were 
{ct on foote, to pluckea few yeares from a weake old man, 
and bring him to an unnaturall calamitous end. For though 
that maxime in Philoſophy is moſt true and certaine;that cor» 
ruptio eft in inſtanti, that death eomes to us In a moment, or 
» Cor. 15. 52. in the twivkling of an eye.as the'Scriptures phraſe it ; yet are. 
there many previous diSÞofitions which make way unto 1t ; 
all which are comprehended in the name of death. And in 
thar xcitude of expreſſion doe we take the word, in laying 
downe the ſtory of his death before you ; which being writ 
out of an honelt zeale to truth , and a fincere affeAion to his 
name and memory , ſhall either be approved of , or at leaſt 
excuſed. | 
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Donariſtd.x, (he Predeceſfours and Progenttors of the moderne Paritan) 
occidere qnemenng, qui contra eos fecerit ; to kill and make 
away vhoeyer durſt oppoſe their doings, or was conceived 
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GG) 
to be an hinderance totheir growing fation, And by this 
Card their followers intheſe Kingdomes have beene ſteered 
of late , impriſoning and deſtroying all who have ſtood a- 


gainſt them, Ir is long fince they enterteined ſuch deſperate + 


purpoſes againſtthe life and perſon of the Lord Arch-Bi- 
ſhop , threatning his death in fcattered libels, telling him 
that ha life was ſonght for, that either God nor man could 


' endure ſo vile a Counſellogr to live any longer. This was a- 


bout the end of March 1629.and was the Prolopnre to thoſe 
Libels fall of threats and (ſcandals, which yeare by yeare exa(- 


 perated and inflamed the people, till they had made them 


ripe for miſcheife, and readily prepared to execute what= 
ever their grand DireQours ſhould ſuggeſt unto them. Saint 
Paul did never fight more frequent and more terrible com- 
bats with the beaſts of Epheſus, tor the promotion of the Go, 
{pell, then he with theſe untracable and fiery ſpirits, who 


molt ſeditiouſly oppoſed his religious purpoſes of ſetling ws 


ity and uniformity in this Church of England. And in this 
Rate things (tood nll the yeare, 1640. in which not onely 
many faRions and ſeditious people tm and about the City of 
Lonaon, made an aſſault by night on his honſe at Lambeth, 
with an intent to murther him , had they found him there : 
but the whole faRtion of the Scors declared in a Remonſtrance 
to the Eugliſo nation, thatone of the cheife cauſes which 
induced them to invade this Realme, was to remove him 
from His Majeſty , and bring him to the puntſhment which 
he had deſerved. The manner of their coming hither, and 
the great entertainment given them by the faRion here, 
ſhewed plainely that they were not like to be ſent away 
without their Errand : and makes it evident that his ruine 
was reſolved on in their ſecret { ownſels before the Parlia- 


ment was called, or that they had declared fo much by their 
wall revealed. 


The Parliament had not long continued, but he is named 
for an /»cendarie by the Scottiſh Commiſſioners ; and there« 
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0) 
tipon accuſed of treaſon by the Houſe of Commonr. And al- 
ecemb, 18. though no particular Charge was brought againſt him, but 
$40. onely a bare promiſe to prepare it in convenient time ;: yet 
was he preſently committed to the cuſtody of the Genr/e- 
man Uſper, and by him kept in dureſle till the end of Febru- 
&r7,(being full tenne weekes;) about which time his charge 
was brought unto the Loyds , but in generals onely , and 
| Jonger time required for particular inſtances. And yet upon 
this Lydford: law, (by which they uſed to hang men firſt, and 
endite themafterwards,) was he committed to the Tower, 
being followed almoſt all the way by the Raſcall multitude, 
who barbarouſly perſued him with reproach and clamours 
tothe very gates; and there detained, contrary to all law 
and juſtice, almoſt foure yeares longer. This was the firſt 
great breach which was made by Parliament in the liberties 
of the Englify Subje&t ; (fave that their like proceedings 
with the Earle of Strafford, was a preparative unto it;) and 
was indeed the very gappe, at which the ſlavery and oppreſſi- 
09, under which this miſerable nationdoth now pine end 
Janguiſh, did breake in upon taem. What right coulc mea- 
ner perſons looke for, when as {o great a Peere was doo- 
med to ſo long impriſonment, without being called unto 
his Anſwer! Whatelſe hath filled ſo many Pri{e»s in moſt 
parts of the Kingdome , withthe belt and wealthieſt of the 
Sabjeas ; but the moſt dangerous effets and conſequences 
of this woſfull Precedent! Which as it was the leading caſe 
unto all our preflures ; ſo might thoſe preſſures have beene 
remedied, had theSabje& made his Caſe their owne ; and 
laboured to prevent it 1n convenient time. But ſuch a miſe- 
rable infatuation had befallen them generally, that /eeing they 
did fee , but would not perceives |

But yet the malice of his Enemies was not ſocontented. 
For though ſome of the more moderate (or rather the lefſe 
violent) Lords, who did notperrce into the depth of the 
Jefigne, gave out that they intended onely to remove him 
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from His Majelties eate, and to deprive 'him of his -Lrch» 
Biſhopricke,(which reſolution notwithſtanding being taken 
up before any charge was brought againſt him,was as unjuſt 
though not ſo craell, as the others: ) yet they ſhewed only 

_ by this Avertzre, that they did reckon without their hoſts, 
_ and might be of the Court perchance, but not of the Conn 
ſelf. The leading and predominant party thought of no- 

thing leſſe, then that he ſhould eſcape with /ife, or go off 

with /iberty , Onely perhaps they might conceive ſome 

wicked hopes,that either the tediouſneſle of his reſtraint, or 

the indignities and affronts which day by day were offer'd 

to him, would have broke his heart, not formerly accuſtom- : 
edtothelikeoppreſſions. And then like P:/ate in the Goſ- || & 
pell rhey had called for water, and waſhed their hands, before "374247, 
the multitrade, and ſaid, that they were innocent of the blond of 

that righteows perſon: thinking that by ſuch wretched figge- 

eaves, they could not onely hide their wickedneſle, and 

deceive poore men; but that God alſo might be mocked, and | 
his all-ſeeing eye deluded, to which all hearts lye o- 2 
pen , all deſires are knowne, and from which no ſeryets eantbe 1 
hidden, To thisend not content to immure him up within 5a, .s ang / 
the walls of the Tower, they robbe him of his wemall ere Novemb, 16. 
vants, reſtraine him to rwo only of all his number, and thoſe 164:z. 
not to have conference with any others, but inthe preſence 

of his Warder : and in concluſion make him a cloſe Priſoner, 

not ſuffering him to goe out of his lodging to refreſh him» 

felfe, but in the company of his keeper. And all this while 
they vex his ſoule continually with ſcandalous and infamous May. 94 1645s 
Papers, and ſetup faRtious and ſeditious Preachers to in- 

veigh againit him inthe Pulpit to his very face; fo to ex- 

poſe him to the ſcorne both of boyesand women, who 
many times ſtood up and turned towards him, to obſerve As My. >$- 
his countenance, to ſee if any alterationdid appeare therein. 
And to the ſame unzodly end, did they deveſt him of hts 
eArchiepiſcopall and Epiſcopal juriſdition, conferring 1t 

on his inferiour and ſubordinate Officers; ſequeſter hjs _

atder pretence of maintenance for the Kings younger Chil- 
dren, (as if His Majeſties Revenues which they had in- 
yaded, were not. ſuthcient for that purpoſe;) convert his 
Houſe at Lambeth into a Priſon, and confiſcate all his coales 
and fewell to the uſe of their Gaoler ; deprive him of his 
right of Patroxage, and take jnto their owne hands the dif. 
poſing of all his Benefices ; ſeize upon all his goods and 
bookes which they found at Lambeth ; andin concluſion 
rifle him of his notes and Papers , not onely ſuch as were of 
ordinary uſe and obſervation , but ſuch as did concerne him 
in the way of his juſt defence. In which they did not any 
thing from the firlt to the laſt, bur ina proud defiance to the 
Iawes of the land 5 which they molt 1mpudently violated in 
all theſe particulars : and mare then ſo, they had proceeded 
ſteppe by ſteppe, to this height of tyranny a whole yeareal- 


moſt before they had digeited their generall charge into 


particular Accuſations 3 orevyer called him to his Anſwer in 
due forme of laws TS 


But God had given him ſuch a meaſure both of (irength 
and patience, that theſe alfliftions, though moſt great and 


 irkſome, did make no more impreſſionson him,then an Ar- 


row on a rocke of Adamant. For at his firſt commitment 
he beſought his God , (as Maſter Pryz obſerves out of his 
Manual of devottons ) to give him full patience, proportionas 
ble comfort, and eomentment with what/cever he ſhoald ſend ; 
and he was heard inthat he prayed for. For notwithſtan- 
ding that he had fed {o long on the bread of carefulneſſe,and 
drankethe water of affliftion: yer,as the Scripture telleth us 
of the foure Hebrew children, his conntenance appeared fairer 


. and fatter in fleſh, then any of thoſe who eat their portion of the 


Kings meat, or dranke of his wine, And he was wont to ſay 
ro his private friends,that, he thanked God, he never found 
more ſweet contentment in hu greateſt liberty, thes in the 
time of that reſtraint, And certainly it was no wonder that 
it Should beſo, he being conſFiousto himfelfe of no other 
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crimes, Which drew that fatall forme upon him, then z 
religious =2ale to the honour of God, the happineſſe of the 
King, and the preſervationof the Church in her peate and pa- 
trimony, as he proteſted at his death before all the people. 
So that deſpairing of ſucceſſe inthe way intended, his ene- 


mies fell upon another but more deſperate courſe, whick,. 
was to ſhippe him for New England, and make bim ſabjea” 


to the inſolencies of els and Peters, two notorious Schiſ- 
matickes. But this being put unto the queſtion inthe Houſe 


of Commons, Was rejeRed by the major part: not out of 


pity to his Age, or conſideration of his quality, nor in re> Aprill.z5. 


ſpeR unto the lawes ſo often violated; but to preſerve him £943: 


yet a while, as aſtale or property, wherewith to cheate the 
Ctiz2ns of ſome further ſummes, and toinvite the Scots to 
anew invaſion, when their occaſions ſo required, For it 
was little doubted by diſcerningmen,but that the Scors,who 
made their firſt invaſion on a probable hope of ſequeſtring 


the Lord Archbiſhop and the Earle of Straford from His 
Majeſties Counſells; and ſped fo well in their deſigne, that, 
they were recompenſed aiready withthe death of the one, 
would eaſily be tempted roa ſecond journey, upon afſu- 


rance to be glutted with the bloud of the other. 


And thisappeares more plaine and evident, in that about 
the comming on of the Scots, which was in the middeſt of 
Fanuary 1643. they did againe revive the buſineſle, which 
had long layen dormant; cauſing the eArticles, which they 
had framed in maintenance of their former eAFccnſation, to 


be put in print abcut that time, as 18apparent by the Teſt 


of Foba Browne their Clerke, dated the 17 of that Moneth. 


And as the Stots advaficed or flackened intheir marches 


ſouthward, ſo did they either quicken or retard the worke: 


tilthearing of the great ſuccefles which they had in Torke- 

faire, they gave command to Maſter Pryz»xe (a man moſtIn his Epiſtle 

miſcheivouſly induſtrious to diſturbe the publicke) zo pro-to the Breyiates . 

ſecute the charge againſt him, and bring iumto by long exe 4

pefted trial; as he reportsi: of himſelfe, who, havingrifled 


him of his Papers, and thereby robbed him of thoſe helpes, 
which he had purpolely reſerved for his juſt defence; and 
having perſonall quarrells of his owne to revenge upon 
him, was thought to be the fitteſt #{onud-hound inthe whole 
kennell, to purſue the ſent. And now there was no talke 
but of quicke diſpatch. When hatrea doth accuſe, and 
malice proſecute, and prejudice and prepoſſeſſion lit upon 
the Bench, God helpe the innocent» T here's nothing Tur a 
miracle can preſerve him then. And ſo it proved in the e- 
vent. They called him often to the Barre, both before and 
after, cauſed a ſtri& inquiſition to be made into all his afti= 
ons; they winnowed him like wheate, and ffted him to the 
very bran, (which was you know rhe Dev1lls office;) they 
had againſt him all advantages of power and malice, and 
witnefles at hand upon all occaſions : but {t5Il they found 
his anſwers & his reſolutions of fo good a temper, hisinno= 
cence &.integrity of ſo brightadie; that as they knew not 
how to diſmifle him with credit, ſo neither could theyfind a 
way to condemne him with juſtice. And though theirCon- 
ſciences could tell them,that he bad done nothingwhich de- 
ſerved either death or bonds; yet ether to reward or oblige 
theScors, who would not think themſelves ſecure whillt his 
head was on, they were reſolved to bring him toa ſpeedy 
end. Onely they did defire, if poſſible, to lay the Odinm of 


the murther on the common people. And therefore Ser- 


jeant Wilde ina ſpeech againſt him, having aggravated his 


ſuppoſed offences to the higheſt pitch, concluded thus, that 


he was guilty of ſo many and notorions treaſons, ſo evidently 


 deſtruftive of the common: wealth, that he marveiled the peo» 


ple did not teare him in peeces as he paſſed betweene bis barge 
and the Parliament Houſes, Which barbarous and bloudy 


projet when it would not take, and that though many of 


the Rabble did deſire his death, yet none wou!d be the exe- 
cutioner ; they then imployed ſome of their moſt malicious: 


and moſtaRtive inſtruments, to goe from doore to doove,and:

from man to man, to get hands againſt him; and ſo petition 
thoſe to baſten to his condemnation, which malt forſooth 
be forced to their owne Gelires : (whereof, and of the 
HMagiftrates ſtanding ftill, and ſuſſering them to proceed 
without any check, he gave them a memento in his dying 
ſpeech.) This being obtained, the buſineſſe was purſued 
with ſach heate and violence, that by the begining of Nos 
vember it was made ready for a ſentence; which ſome con- 
_ ceived would: have beene given inthe Kesxps Bench, and 
that their proofes (ſuch as they were) being tully ripened, 
he ſhould have beene put over to a Middleſex Fury . 
But they were only ſome poore [gnorants which conceiv= 
ed ſoof it. The leading members of the Plot thcught of 
no ſuch matter;and,to fay truth,it did concerne them highly 
notto goe that way. Forthoughthere was no queſtion to 
be made- at all, but that they could have packed a Jwry to 
have found the Bz; but by aclauſe inthe eAtrainanre of 
the Earle of Srrafford they had bound the Judges, not to 
declare thoſe faRts for treaſon in the time to come, fer 
which they had .condemned and executed that Heroicke 
Pezre, And therefore it was done with great care and cau- 
tion to proceed by Ordinance, and vote him guiltie firſt in 
the Houſe of Commons ; in which being parties, witneſſes, 
and judges too, they were aflured to paſſe it as they would 
themſelves; which was done accordingly, about the 20 
 $0f November. 


Bur yet the buſineſſe was not done, for the Lordsſtucke = 
[» at it. Some of which having not extinguiſhed all the parkes 

of honour, did by the light thereof diſcover the injultice of 

ſo foule a pra&ice ; together with the danger might befall 

themſelves, if once disfavoured by the Grandees of that pa» 
#* tentfaRtion. A thing ſo ſtomacked by the Commons , that © 
after ſome evaporations of their heate and paſſion, which 
broke out into open threats, they preſently drew and ſent 
up an Ordinance to the Loras , tending to diſpoſſeſſe _ 
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(19) 
of all power and command in their Armies, But fearing this 
device was.too weake to hold , they fall upon another and 
a likelier projet, which was to bring the Lords to fit in the 
Commons Houſe ; where they were fure they ſhould be in- 
conſiderable both for power and number. And to effect 
the ſame with more ſpeed and certainty , they had recourſe 
to their old Arts , drew downe Sir David Watkins with bis 
generall muſter of ſabſcriptions , and put a perition in his 
hands, to be tendred by him to the Howſes, that is, them- 
ſelves: wherein-it was required amongli other things, that 
they would vigoroufly proceed unto the puniſoment of alt 
Delinquents ; and that for the more quicke diſpatch of the 
publicke bulineffes of the State , the Lords would pleaſe to- 
vote and /it together with the Commons. On ſuch uncertaine 
termes,{uch atickliſh Texmre doe they now hold their place 
and power in Parliament ; who fo officiouſly complied 
with the Houſe of Commons , in depriving the Biſpops of 
their votes, and the Churches birth-right. And this was 1t 
which helped them in that time of need.For by this(though 
ſtale and common) Stratagem did they prevalle ſo farre upon. 
ſome weake ſpirits, that the Earles of Kent, Pembroke, Sa- 
tubary, and Bullingbrooke, the Lords, North,Gray of Wark, 
and Brews, (a Scotchmay, but an Engis;h Baron, and gence 
rally called the Earle of £1g:iz) reſolved to yeild unto the

gaining voyage, it by delivering the Lord efrch-Bizop to: 
the peoples fury,they might preſerve themſelves in the peo- 
ples favour. And we know well, both who it wasand what | 
end he came to, who, though he knew thag the accuſed party | 
was delivered him out of envy onely, Ray. he foundno e= | 
vill he was guilty of ; yet being wearied with the clamours. 
and the Cratifiges of the common people, and fearing that 
{ome twmmult would be made abour it, delivered him unto his 
Fnemes to be put to death. And for thoſe other Lords who. 
withdrew themſelves, and neither durſt condemne nor pro= = 
veft rhe innocent ; (though far the guejor part, as it ivrepors ® 


ted) 
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red) it is not eaſy to determine, whether their conſcience 
were-moretender, their Colluſion grofſer, or their courage - 
weaker. All I ſhall fay is onely this, that C/andine Lyfias *% 23-v.1 3. 
in the «As, had beene as guilty of Saint Paws death,asany *** *3- _ 
of the forty who had vowed to kill bim; ifupon notice of the 
Plot which was laid to murther him , he had brought hins 
down anto the people,or notconveied himwith a ſtrong guard 
to the Court of Felix. The journies end muſt needs be foule, 
which ſuch lewd and crooked waies doe condu4 unto. And 
it is worth your obſervations that the ſame day, the fourth 
of Fannary, 1n which they paſſed this b/owdy Ordinance, (as 
if therein they would cry quittance with His Sacred Maje- 
ty, who on the ſame accuſed the (tx guilty Members) they 
paſſed another for eſtabliſhing their new DireFory ; which 
 meff:& isnothing but a totall abolition of the Common- 
prayer-booke : and thereby ſhewed unto the world, how 
little hopes they had of ſetling their new forme of worſhip, 
if the foundation of1t were not laid in bloud, 


The Bil being thus diſpatched inthe Houſe of Zoyds, (if yr; 
ill they may be called the Zords, which are fo over- loaded © 
by the Common people) there wanted yet the Kings Aſent 
to give lifeto it: which they ſofarre contemned, (they had 
more reaſon to deſpaire of it) that they never fought it. They 
had ſcrewed up their Ordznances to fo high a pitch, that ne= 
ver Att of Parliament was of more authority: and having 
found the SubjeRs fo obedient as toyeild unto them in mat- 
terswhich concerned them 1n their goods andiiberties;itwas 
but one ſteppe more to make triall of them, whether they 
would ſubmit their lives tothe ſelfe fame tyranny. And this 
they made the firſt experiment in this kinde , both of their 
own power, and the peoples patiencezhe being the firſt man, 
as himſelfenoted in his ſpeech, ( which wordsare purpoſe- 
ly omitted in Hides Copy of itz) that was ever put to 
death by Ordinance in Parliament : but whether he ſhall be 
the laſt, further time will ſhew. Certaine it is, thatby this 

_  Oranance 


Ordinance they have now made themſelves the abſolute 
maſters of the Subjects /ife , which they can call for at their 
pleaſure; as no doubt they will ; and left tim nothingbur 
his fetters, he can call his owne. Jult asit was obſerved by 
our gracious Soveraigne , upon occaſion of the Ordinance 
| Declaration a- for rhe 20" part, that rbe ſame power which robbed the Sub 
þout the tWEN* 5a of the twentieth part of their Eſtates , had by thar onely 
þ HEpat: made a claime and entituled it ſelfe to the other nineteene, 
whenſoever #t ſhould be thaught expeazent to haſten on the ge- 

Feral rume. In which His Mazgſty bath proved but too true 

a Prophet, And though perhaps ſome of the people were 

well pleaſed with this bloudy Ordinance, andran with joy 

to ſee 1t put in exec#ti0» ; yetall wiſe men doelooke upon 

it asthe laſt groane or gaſpe of our dying /iberty. Andlet 

both them and thoſe who paſſed it, be afſured of this, that 

they who doe ſo gladly /e// the bloud of their fellow Sub- 
-_—_—_ want Chapmes for their owne inan open ar- 

et. : 

IX, And here, as 1t was once obſerved, that the predominant 
party oftheYnitedProvinces,to bring about their ends inthe 
death of Barzevelt,tubverted all thoſe Fandamertal Lawes 
of the Belgick/iberty;for maintenance wherof they took up 
Arms againſt P-4lip the 2:fo would I know which of thoſe 
Fundamental Lawes of the Exglifh Government have nor 
beene violated by theſe men in their whole proceedings ; 
for preſervation of which lawes (or rather under colour of 
ſuch preſcrvation ) they have bewitched the people unto 
this Rebellion: It is a Fandamentall Law of the Expliſ 
Government,and the firſt Article in the 44ag#4 Charta,that 
the Church of England fall be free,and hall have her whole 
Rights and Proviledges intolable : yet to make wayunto 
the condemnation of this innocent -man, and other the 
like wicked and ungodly ends, the Biſhops muſt be Yo- 
ted out of their place in Pariiament, which molt of them 
have held farrc longer in their Predeceſſonrs, then any of 
our noble Familics 1n their Progenitours. And if the ar

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refuſe to give Wayunto it { asat firſt they did ) the people 

muſt come downe to the Houſe in multitudes,and cry, No 

Biſhops, no Bifpops, at the Parliament doores, till by the 
terrour of their tumults they exrort it from them. It is a H4£2.CHart.ce 
Fundamental Law of the E »olsf6 liberty, that no Free-man ©? ror, 
ſhall be taken or impriſoned without cauſe ſhowne, .or be detas- tice of right- 
ed without being brought unto his Anſwer in due forme of 
Law: yer bere wee ſce a Free-man impriſoned tenne 
whole'weckes together, before any Charge was brought 

againſt him; and kept in priſon three yeares more, before 

bis generall Accufation was by them reduced into particu- 

lars ; and for a yeare almoſt rained cloſe priſoner, with- 

out being bronght anto his anſwer ,asthe Law requires. It is Magn.Chart 6; 
a Fundamentall Law of the Engl;fh Government, that no 2.942 8,EdW. 3o 
manhe diſſeiſed of hjs Freehold or Liberties, but by the 

knowne Lawes ofthe Laud : yet here weſee 4 man di{ſes/ed 

of his Rents and Lands, ſpoyled of his goods, deprived of 

his jars/dion, deveſted of his right of Patronage; and all 

this done, when he was ſo farre from being convicted by 

the Lawes of the Land, thar no particular charge was ſo 

much as thought of. It is a Fandamentall Law of the 

Engliſh Liberty, that vo man” ſhall be condemned, oy put to lid, 

death, but by lawfull judgement of his Pceres, or by the Lam 

of the Land, i.e, inthe ordinary way of a legall tryall : and 

ſucean Ordinance of both Houſes, without the Royall Af- 
ſent, is no part of the Law of Engfand, nor held an ordinary 

way of tryall for the Engli/s (ubject, or ever reckoned to 

be ſuch in the former times. And finally,itisa Fundamen- 

rall Law in the Engliſh Government, that if any other caſe RES 
(then thoſe recited inthe Statute of King Edward 3.) which Pg 
# ſuppoſed to be Treaſon, do happen before any of His Maje« 
fies Juſtices, the Juſtices al rarry without giving judge- 

ment till the canſe be ſhewne aud declared before the King aud 

Hu Parliament, whether it owght to be judged Treaſon or 

z0t : yet here we havea new found Treaſon, never known 

before, nordeclared ſuch by any of His Majeſties Juſtices,

nor ever brought to be conſidered of by the Xing 4nd His 
Parliament, but onely Voted to be ſuch by fome of thoſe 


few Members which remaine at Feſtminſter, who were re« 


ſolved to haves it ſfofor their private ends, Put all which 
hath beene ſaid together, and then tell me truly, 1f there be 
any difference ( for I ſee not any ) betweene the Ancient 
Roman ſlaves,and the ance Free-berne SnbjeFt of the Engliſh 
Nation, whole /ife and /iberty, whoſe goods and fortunes 
depend on the mcere pleaſure of their mighty Maſters. 
But to returne unto our Story, the paſling of the Grdi- 
nance being made knowne unto him, he neither entertained 
the newes with a Stozcall Apathie , nor wailed his Fate 
with weake and womaniſh lamentations, ( to which ex» 
treames moſt men are-carried in this caſe) but heard it with 
ſoeven and ſo ſmooth a temper, 2s ſhewed he neither was 
afraid to live, nor aſhamed to die. The time betweene the 
Sentence and the Execution, he ſpent in prayers and appl1- 
cations tothe Lord his God ; having obtained, though ncr 
without ſome difficulty, a Chaplaine of bis owne,to attend 
upon him, and to affiſt him in the work of his preparation : 
though little preparationneeded to receive that blow, which 
could not but be welcome, becauſe love expeRted. For fo 
well was he ſtudied inthe art of dying ( eſpecially 1n the 
laſt& ſtricteſt part of bis impriſonment )that by continuall 


 faſtings, watchings, prayers,and ſuch like ats of Chriſtian 


bumiltation, bis fleſh was rarificd into ſpirit,and the whole 
man ſo fitted for eternall glories, that he was more then 
halfe in heaven,before death braught his bloudy (but trium» 
phant )charior to convey him thither, He that had fo long 
beene a Confeſſonr, could not butthinke tt a releaſe of mi- 
ſericstq be made a WHMartyr. Andasitisrecorded of eL- 
lexander the Grear, that the night before bis beſt and great»

ſleepe, that his Princes hardly could awake bun when the 
morning came 2 fo is it certified of this great Prelate, 
that.on the even before his Paſſeover, the night bogs the

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diſmall combat betwixt him and death, after he had re. 
freſhed his ſpirits with a moderate ſupper, he betooke him- 
ſelfe unto his reſt, and flept very ſoundly, tillthe time came 
in which his ſervants were appointed to attend his riſing. 
A moſt aſſured ſigne of a Soule prepared. The fatall mor. 
ning being come, he firſt applyed himſelfe to his private 
prayers, and fo continued, till Pennington, and other of 
their publique Officers came to conduct him tothe Scaf- 
fold:: which he aſcended with fo brave a courage, ſuch a 
chearfull countenance, as if he had mounted rather to be- 
hold a triumph, then be made a ſacrifice,and came not there 
to de, but to be tranſlated, And to fay truth, it was no 
Scaffold, but a Throne; a Throne whereon he ſhortly wasto 
receive a Crowne, eventhe moſt glorious Crowne of Aar- 
tyrdome, And thongh ſome rude, uncivill people reviled 
him as he paſſed along,with opprobrious language, as loth 
toler him'goe to the Grave in peace, 1t never diſcompoſed 
his thoughts, nor dilturbed'bis patience. For he had pro+ 
fited fo well inthe Schoole of {hrif, that when he was rews- 
fed be reviled not againe, when he ſuffered he threatned not, 
but committed his cauſe to him that judageth righteonſly. And 
as he didnot feare the frownes, ſo neither d1d fc covet the 
applauſe of the vulgar herd, and therefore rather choſe to 
read what he had to ſpeake unto the people, then to .aff- 
the oſtentation either of memory or wit in that dreadfuH 
e-Lpony : whether with greater magnanimity or prudence, 
I can hardly ſay. As for the matter of his Speech, beſides 
whardid concerne himſcife and bis owne pargatron, his 
oreatcare was to cleare Mis Majeſtic, and the Chnrch of 
England from any inclination unto Popery ; with a perſwas 
fion of the which, the Authors of our preſent miſcries had 
abufed the people, and made them take up Armes againſt 
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their Soveraigne. A faithfull ſervant to the laſt. By meanes |

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The ſpeech and Prayers being ended he gave the Paper 


oo which heregd unto Door Sterne, deſiring bm to ſhew it

And noting bow one Hinde 
bad employed himſelfe in raking a Copy of his Speech as it 
came from his mouth ; he deſired him not r9 doe him wrong 
in publiſhing a falſe or imperfe& Copy.

vertiſed by good hands-from London, though it be other 
wiſe reported in their weekly Pamphlets. And if: the bo» 
dies of us men be capable of any happinefle in the grave, he

Thas died this moſt Reverend, Renowned, and Religi=
